Smuggler Sought by the 
_ U.S. for 20 Years 
Is Caught. 


The “flivver squad” of the East 
Chicago avenue station—Sergt. Wil- 
liam Blapl and Detectives John 
Clancy, Charles Ritz, and August 
Melcher—saw in the alley back of 707 
North Dearborn street, an automobile 
without lights. 

They decided to investigate. They 
knocked on the back door. A woman 
opened it, and there came, says 
Blaul, the odor of opium. : 

No. 707 was raided. In a bed in the 
front room slept Howard Buell and 
Herbert Dunn. Nearby were a couple 
layout. A thorough search revealed 
pound of ‘heroin: half a dozen decks of 
marked cards; a faro layout, and other 
gambling devices; and some interest- 
ing papers. 

The two men, and the woman, who 
gave ber name as Mrs. Herbert Dunn, 
were locked up. Then the detectives 
found in the automobile three license 
plates, one issued by Wisconsin, two 
by Dlinois. 

| False Bottom Jugs. 

The papers indicated that the auto 
had been used to smuggle whisky into 
Michigan. Buell has a wife and family 
in that state. The papers alsd indi- 
cated that a number of five gallon jugs 
of whisky were stored in a basement 
in Ohio street. ‘ 

The basement was searched. The 
jugs were found and. examined. They 
were full, but not one of them con- 
tained more than a gallon of whisky. 
Some one had poured three gallons 
of water into the jugs, then a generous 
quantity of hot paraffin, and after the 
paraffin had cooled and formed a false 
bottom, they filled the remainder with 
whisky. Thus any one buying the 
whisky would believe there were five 
gallons in it. 

The papers showed that $1,100 worth. 
of whisky had been purchased. How 
much was realized by its sale, or the 
names of the sellers, could not be 
learned. 

The three were released on bonds. 
The detectives followed them, in the 
belief that they were drug addicts and 
would go where they could obtain what 
drugs they needed. :

Editorial of the Day 


HAIL AND FAREWELL. 
{Chicago Tribune, June 9, 1917.] 

Pershing is in England and the American fiag is 
drawing nearer the hot pit of hell in France. Events 
have made beggary of the imagination and have filled 
American prospects with promises and threats which 
could.not have entered the comprehension even a year 
ago. This is the greatest flight the American eagle 
ever made, flying over the heads of American soldiers 
—greater than the flight to the Philippines and to 
China—greater in its significance and in its certainty 
of sacrifice. 

The men who wil] follow Pershing over sea and into 
battle will carry the severest test it ever has had, a 
severer test than even it met at Gettysburg, but, we 
trust—we know—to the triumph it had at Appomat- 
tox. These soldiers are the first offerings of the Amer- 
ican nation to a cause whieh we have made ours, in 


r threats against the peace and welfare of the a struggle which we might have avoided by compro- 


mise of self-respect, honor, and highest interest. They 
are the first of this generation’s sacrifices for the next, 
the first pledges of honor. They are the videttes of 
a@ great army. When they take their stand in France 
and look towards Germany it will be as if a few horse- 
men had come up on the crest of a hill, visible to the 
enemy as the forerunners of great hosts far in the 
distance, there unseen and unheard, but coming. 
Pershing’s men to the Germans are these forerunners 
of a new enemy. They appear at the top of the hill, 
few in numbers, not tangibly menacing, but terribly 
suggestive. It is not what they can do which will be 
significant. It is what they mean, what they promise, 
and what they threaten. In numbers they are less 
than Gen. French’s “miserable little army.” But 
Germany has met the great armies which followed 
those British troops. The miserable little army was 
sacrificed, but the ground where the men died will, we 
think, see other British soldiers, and the German 
mind may comprehend that millions, if needed, carry- 


see the ground where Bis men die. It fs with an un- 
ashamed emotion that we think of Pershing’s men. 
They are our first sacrifices. The regular soldier— 
the confession now humiliates the nation—has never 
been close to the affections of the American people. 
He has been respected for efficiency and used. He 
has done his work well, and, we believe, cheerfully. 
But there has been no fondness in, the nation for him. 


Now it would be a dull and crabbed nature which *” 


could contemplate without emotion the picture of this 
expedition. It is the last expedition for most of them. 
The duty which they undertake will take them, It is 
, n'a real sense a sacrifice which should be close to the 
heart of the American people. It is to stimulate them 
to comprehension and realization and to nerve them 
to action. Pershing’s casualty lists will be the first 
rap of the hand of fate on the American door, and 
fate will come later with equal foot to the door of 
the rich and the door of the poor. 

These soldiers are the consecration of America toa 
cause, its pledge of duty, its token of good faith and 
determination, of fortitude, resolve, and courage. 
There are Englishmen who cannot contro! themselves 
to speak of the lost expeditionary force. There will 


be Americans who will not be ashamed to demonstrate 
their emotion over the first sacrifice. Pershing’s men 
will go silently and the nation will have no opportunity 
for demonstration.

FACTS ABOUT DIGESTION. 
GROUP of five physiologists, of 
whom Dr. Fishback was one, have 
been delving into the digestibility 
of beef, lamb, pork, and eggs. They 

enlisted about twenty-five young healthy 
medical students and made some hun- 
jdreds of experiments on them, © 

They gave them meats of different 
sorts cooked in different ways to eat. 
After eating some food was pumped up 
at intervals and analysis was made. This 
was continued until the stomach was 
empty. Since cooking was an element, 
they took pains to have the meats ap- 
petizingly prepared by the best of cooks. 

The first discovery they made was that 
men differed in their rates of stomach 
digestion. They classified the group into 
two great subgroups—viz.: first with 
stomachs of the slow emptying type, the 
second of the rapid emptying type. 

The second discovery they made was 
that pork was not entitled to its bad 
reputation. The third that fried meat 
did not deserve its bad name. 
fourth that the expensive meats were not 
the most digestible. 

These healthy young men digested—+so 
far as stomach digestion was concerned— 
the various meats fed them, the only dif- 
ference being in the amount of acid 
secreted. Very tough steaks from _ the 
cheaper and tougher cuts, such as 
rumip and shank, showed distinctly 
greater digestibility than the best sir- 
Hall and Emmett 
had previously shown that the cheaper 
cuts of meat were rather more nutritious 
than sirloins and tenderloins, aie 
Rare, medium, and well done roast 
beef were about equally digestible, com- 
ing in between round steak and tender- 
loins. Tripe was digested quicker than 
roast beef. Hamburger, stewed beef, 
corned beef, bologna, sweetbreads, and 
frankfurters were about as digestible as 
roast. Dried beef, liver, and tongue took 
longer. 


Time required varied between two hours 
and thirty-five minutes and three hours 
and twenty-five minutes. Meat meals 
‘four hours apart gave the stomach little 
time for rest. Sheep brains were rapidly 
digested—two hours and thirty minutes. 
Roast lamb and mutton chops were next 
in order, and stewed lamb came last. 
The rule was that lamb required ‘a little 
more time than beef. 

The authors, speaking of hog meat, 


“In reality the human stomach finds 
no great difficulty in digesting pork. 
However, pork digestion required two 
hours and forty-five minutes to three 
hours and forty minutes—a somewhat 


extra time was required on account of 
the greater percentage of fat in the 
meat.”

Pork , sausage was. better than pork 
chops. Minced ham led the hams, oiled 
and fried following in the order named. 
Ham bologna was on & par with fried 
ham, sirloin steak and porterhouse. Pork 
scrapple was digested slowly. 


As a rule eggs were digested quickly, 
requiring from two hours and fifteen min- 
utes to three hours and five minutes. 
Raw white of egg passed through the 
stomach wndigested, in great part being 
absorbed from the intestine. 
egg and orange juice quitted the stom- 
ach quicker than any other food. The 
yellow of egg required more time, and 
the whole egg partook of the quality of 
the yellow rather than fie white. Soft 
boiled eggs are digested somewhat more 
quickly than hard boiled, though the 
latter is quickly disposed of. Fried eges 
were digested as quickly as the soft 
boiled variety. Scrambled eggs and 
omelettes, and Spanish, required 
more time than boiled eggs. 

Bacon and eggs were quickly digested, 
making a nutritious, quickly digested 
food. Eggs and meat make a good com- 
bination. BEg@gs and bread required more 
time for digestion than bread and but- 
ter, but no more than hard boiled eggs. 
Egg and milk required more time than 
hard boiled eggs. Soft boiled eggs, such 
as poached and shirred, were digested 
quickly. Cold storage eggs were equal 


. to fresh eggs.

The Illinois Supreme court yester- 
aay confirmed the order of Judge 
Jesse A. Baldwin committing Steve 
Sumner to jail for sixty days on a 
charge of contempt of court, according 
to Attorney Leo Wormser. 


Sumner is the business agent ot the} 


to huve allied himself with the gar-

Judge Baldwin had issued an injunc- 
tion against picketing. Sumner. is 
charged with having said injunctions 
in labor matters were outrageous and 
un-American; that if anybody took 
away his job he’d “ bounce a brick off 
his bean.”

Washington, D. C., Oct, 22.—Sugar 
available in the markets of the ‘United 
States for the year 1918-19 is estimated 
by the department of commerce at 
9,855,000, 000) pounds.

Show Decided Drop in 
Two Months. 


Breaks on the market materially 


lowered wholesale food prices yester- 
day. 


The wholesale price of hogs, usualy 


a@ good market barometer, dropped more 
than 60 cents a hundred weight. At 
the close of the day the price hovered 


between $13.25 and $12.75, lower than 
it has been gince 1917. Market prices’ 
of other commodities showed a corre- . 
decline. 
Eventual reliet to the consumer is in- 
dicated by a comparison of wholesale 
prices on Aug. 9 with:those quoted yes- 
terday. In everything but dairy prod- 
ucts, beef, and a few cereals, presenti . 
prices show a sharp decline in the two 


months. 

A View at Toboggan. 
Then hogs sold for $23.60 a hundred- 
weight; yesterday they were $12.73.: 
‘ Cattle are an exception, the present 
price of $26.50 being $1.50 higher than 
it was early in August. 
Pork loins, selling at 40 cents a little 
more than a month ago, are now 33 
cents. Bacon is 7% cents cheaper than 
on Aug. 9. Lard: bas “fallen off” 
cents. Barrel pork is $10 cheaper than » 
in July. 
Grains have gone the same route. 
corn dropping 62 cents a bushel, cats 
5% cents, and rye 28 cents. Specu- 
lators have lost heavily trying to make . 
the rye price keep pace with wheat. . 

Cheaper Rye Ignored. a 
Although nearly two barrels of rye 
flour can be purchased fer the cost of 
one barrel of wheat, the public appar- 
ently does not consider it a suitable 
substitute for the higher priced white 
flour. Sales in rye are slow, while 
spring wheat flour has jumped 10 <ents 
higher than ite August mark. In the 
same time rye has tumbled $1.50 a bar- 
rel. Corn meal is $1.20 lower for 100 
pounds. Potatoes are $1.50 cheaper for 
100 Ibs. 
Prices for dairy products have gone 
ballooning, butter going up 11% cents 
a pounds and eggs 15 certs a dozen. 
Cheese is 1 cent cheaper than in July.
